ST. FRANCIS AND THE TAU-CROSS 
rhis vision of the Prophet Ezechiel made a 
profound impression upon St. Francis of Assisi, 
so much so in fact that he felt God had raised 
him up to perform a similar work to that of the 
man clothed in white linen with the writer's 
ink-horn by his side. St. Francis conceived it 
was his mission from God to plant, as it were, 
a Tau-cross (T) in the foreheads of those who 


in his day and generation sighed and mourned 


| for the abominations that were committed by 
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men against God and among themselves. The 
famous blessing, for example, which he gave to 
Brother Leo on Mount Alvernia contains, in his 
own hand, a hasty drawing of a skull and, above 
it, a Tau-cross, that is to say, a cross in the 
form of the Greek letter T. And his reason for 
drawing the skull and cross was, as he explained 
to Brother Leo, because he, “the little Lamb 
of God,” mourned and was willing to do pen 
ance for the sins of mankind. 

Not satisfied with establishing the Order of 
The Friars Minor and of The Poor Clares de- 
voted to poverty, prayer and penitential exer 
cises, St. Francis was inspired by God to estab- 
lish a Third Order, which was intended to em 
brace within its ample scope hundreds of thou 
sands of the lay-folk who also sighed and 
mourned for all the abominations that were com 
mitted in the world. That to do penance was 
in the eyes of St. Francis to be the chief char 
acteristic of the Third Order, needs no other 
evidence than the name by which he called the 
Franciscan Tertiaries: they were to be Brothers 
and Sisters of Penance. By thus planting the 
sign of the cross in the forehead and upon the 
soul of so many thousands of men and women, 
St. Francis not only saved them individually 
from falling into the hands of the avenging min 
isters of Divine Wrath, but he saved the Church 
and society in the thirteenth century from being 
given over to the agents of destruction. Pope 
Innocent III. saw in a vision the Church of St. 
John Lateran (symbol of the Catholic Church) 
tottering and about to fall, and a poor man in 
penitential garments holding it up and preventing 
it from doing so. This was none other than 
St. Francis of Assisi, who by preaching pen- 
ance and founding his three orders revived 
spirituality and true religion in Europe, when 
it was at a very low ebb, postponing, as it has 
been often said for at least two centuries the 
Protestant Reformation, when the terrible 
slaughter-weapons of persecution and rebellion 
were unsheathed and Europe deluged with blood.

The Bible was printed in Italian at Venice 
in 1471. 

It was printed in Spanish at Valencia in 1478 

A complete Bible in French was published at 
Paris in 1487. 
Luther issued the first complete edition

The first Bible for Catholics in Holland was 
printed at Delft in 1475.

It will thus be readily seen that the principle of 
Holiness and of the Saint-producing power of 
the Catholic Church is recognized, but since the 
breach with Rome the consciousness of the pos 
session of that power has practically died out in 
Anglicanism. Godly characters there have been 
in plenty among them, but in one instance only 
has the Church of England taken any steps even 
remotely resembling canonization, and that in- 
stance (the case of King Charles I) was rather 
more a political matter than to recognize mar 
tyrdom in the cause of religion. Rome, on the 
other hand, is constantly producing new Saints 
and has a consciousness of her ability to do so. 


COMMUNION OF THE SAINTS 


We Anglicans claimed to believe in the ‘“Com- 
munion of Saints,” but most of us were rather 
held 
as familiar friends 
and members of our own household, but as mere 


strangers to them, and if we intercourse 


with them at all it was not 
formal acquaintances. Such an attitude seemed 
to me out of harmony with the belief of the 
Church either as to the Communion of Saints 
or as to her own Holiness, but I had no way of 
verifying my feelings in this regard while I re 
mained an Anglican. Occasional attendance upon 
Catholic services did not help nauch, for while | 
had no scruples whatever in joining in the “Hai!

but it appears in the blood of infected monkeys. 

The virus issues from an infected child in the 
secretions of the nose, throat and intestines, and 
it enters apparently through the mucous mem- 
branes of the nose and throat. It multiplies after 
entrance, and is carried to the nervous system 
along the lymphatic channels. It 4s spread from 
patient to patient by coughing, sneezing, spitting, 
kissing, handling, by the feet and proboscis of 
the house fly, probably by cats, dogs, and similar 
pets, by eating-utensils, touched food, careless at- 
tendants and dried sputum which is blown about 
by air currents. The micro-organism is resistant 
to weak chemicals, like carbolic acid and the pat- 
ent germicides, which may kill ordinary bacteria 
It survives in shady rooms, but is destroyed by 
direct sunlight. The infection is carried along 
trade routes, railways, highways, waterways. It 
can remain in the nose and throat a long time 
after the patient has recovered from the acute 
symptoms of the disease; it has been found ac- 
tive in throats six months after infection, but this 
condition is rare. Like smallpox and typhoid, 
one attack as a rule confers subsequent immunity 

The disease varies in virulence in different epi- 
demics. Not all children, and relatively few 
adults, are susceptible to infection. As in other 
infections, there is a period of incubation be 
tween the time of exposure to the virus and the 
appearance of the first symptoms of the disease. 
This period varies from two days to even two 
weeks, but eight days is the average time of in- 
cubation. After about six weeks the patient as 
a rule does not spread the infection. 

The average death rate of the disease is be- 
low ten per cent; the rate varies from five to

some degree of permanent crippling. A severely 
paralyzed child through patient and skilful treat- 
ment, sometimes extending over months or even 
a few years, may recover most of the functions 
it had before the disease attacked it. 

It is very difficult, if not impossible, to diag- 
nose a case of poliomyelitis during the first or 
febrile stage, unless there is an epidemic of the 
disease in the locality, and ever then the diag- 


nosis is at best conjectural. At first, in typical 

























































cases, the child is dull, sleepy, and wishes to be 
left alone. Within a few hours, to a day or tw 
at the longest, fever appears, going up to 102 or 
103 degrees Fahrenheit, and this lasts from 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours in children, 
often longer in adults. The child usually shows 
signs of irritation in the central sensory parts 
of the nervous system, as vomiting, convulsions, 
some delirium, squint, and pain on touch. After 
these symptoms have lasted from one to three 
days, paralysis shows in one or all the limbs, 
commonly in the legs. The paralysis later may 
be restricted to a single muscle or a group of 
associated muscles. There is always much pain 
\fter the inflammation has subsided pain ceases 
as a rule, but there are rare exceptions. 

The muscles begin to waste. The atrophy 
usually reaches its limit in from four to eight 
weeks after the onset of the disease. If the 
whole limb is affected there will be a withered, 
undeveloped leg or arm; if a group of muscles 
wastes there may be much deformity, such as 
the different forms and degrees of club-foot. 

Commonly the life of the child is spared unless 
the inflammation is of great extent and severity ; 


then the muscles of respiration may be involved 


The part of the spinal cord affected has most te 
do with the result. When the upper part of the

Since the disease is contagious the patient must 
be isolated, and other children in the family 
should be kept from school and similar gather
